ſaith : yea if he chance to admirte any accuſations

Rors of tirits?mult we vle ſuch corrofiue medicines 
where'there was ſcarce any ſore, & where paſledca- 
lamitics were buried vnder the law Amneſtia2wold 
rightthat we ſhonld preuent the way of Iuſtice by 
the way ofdeede? were itreaſonthe ſcruantſhould 
preſcribe alaw to his maſter?

afliſtors, thereby to ſhew that whatſocuer the prin- 


ces actions canbe no other butiuſt andright : but 
contrariwiſe I fay, that itis euill done to waſt trea- 
ſures prodigally , and ro oppreſle the ſubicccs: as 
Tiberius Czſar {aide, Itis the part of a good ſhep- 
heard to ſheare his ſheepe, nottoſlea them, I ſay 
with Seneca, the more lawfull that all thinges are 
co the king, the leſſc lawfull they are. Andthatthe 
fatheris not more bounde to the bringing vp of his 
children, orthenwſe ro giune them her breaſt, then 
is the Prince ro the proteftionof his ſubices : But 


withall I fay, that reſiting the power by God eſta-
